GREAT BRITAIN AND IRELAND —The Catholic relief 
bill has fatied ww the house of lords, that “hospital of

‘The duke of 
Sussex, one of the brothers of the king. voted with the‘ 
minority ‘The speech of bis royal brother, the dlus- 
trious duke of York, has been published in detters of gold, 
and was selling in London for a sum equal to $2 75 

SPAIN,

ily of ten persons. On the other hand, the troops , 
at Seville, having nothing to live on, were so wicked as 
as to proceed to the residences of the great diguataries 
of the church. break open their houses, and help thes. | 
seives to sume of the good things ut the fat and lordly 
guaidians of «the altar.”

ln the midst of the service the royal volunteers, who 
were present began to cry out that the NeGRos* should 
be expelled from the church. he service was sus- 
pended, the corregidor represented, but in vain, the 
sanctity of the place, and the respect which is due to 
it: the volunteers continued to cry “Away with the ne- 
gros?” ‘The corregidor, finding his authority despised, | 
began to cry in his turn, “Help, in the king’s name!” 
Several of the volunteers then ranged themselves on 
the side of the authorities, but the most riotous persist. 
ed: force then became the arbiter of the quarrel; vol 
jeys ot Gre arms succeeded, the tocsin was sounded, and 
all rushed towards the doors to escape fiom the church, 
Some were killed and some wounded; the contesi con- 
funued until the champions, having got into the street, 
and the authorities found themselves better supported, 
the combatants were obliged to take tu the country,
